Philippine Conditions.
N NEW YEAR'& day the cditor
of the Washington Evening
Star, Mr, Theo, W, Noyes,
who |8 making a Journey of
observation In the Orient, had an ex-
tended Interview with General Otls In
Manila, in the course of which much
light was sghed upon features of the
Philippine situation that have been lm-
perfectly understood here at home.

One point, for example, Which has
been the subject of conslderable critl-
clem 18 the fact that for many months
the polley of the Elghth army corps
sgemed to be to capture and abandon
towns repeatedly, making no visible
progress.  General Otls explaing that
by saying that the vital point of attack
was not the town In any case but the
Filipino Insurgent soldiers concentrated
in or near It; and more especially their
arms and ammunition, “Our compara-
tively small force occupying a long thin
lne could not afford,” the general ree
marked to Mr. Noyes, “to permit the
enemy (o concentrate at any adjacent
and threatening point, and was com-
pelled to take the Initiative and to
strike wherever he showed a disposl-
tion to assemble in force. If the con-
centration movement was prevented, If
the Fillplnos were dispersed with losses
and arms and ammunition were cap-
tured the action was successful, even
though through lack of garrisoning
force or on account of the undesirabil-
Ity of its occupation for military pur-
poses the village of nipa huts at whieh
the engagement occurred was not held
after the Filipinos were chased out,
With the Increased force of soldlers
now in the islands it will he possible
to garrlson and hold all points of
strategic value."”

In a military sense the dispersal of
the Insurgent force has proceeded so
far that with the exception of a few
bands of from two Lo five hundred
which turn “amigo” when pursucd and
scatter, only to re-asgemble when the
Amerlcan pursuers have gone, the act-
ive fighting may he sald to have ceased.
“This kind of warfarve,” General Otlg
confesses, “ls exasperating to the gol-
diere and from Its apparent unpro-
ductiveness of results arouses the im-
patience of the public. Two or three
reglments could march anywhere in
Luzon and destroy everything which
Aguinaldo could oppose to them, While
the real war is over the need of a lirge
and vigllant army here hus not passed,
The process of weeding out the robber
bunds will be slow and tedious, but the
result is sdre. With an increased cav-
alry force, with a steadily enlarging
knowledge of the topography of the
islands, with a vigorous pushing policy
on our part, and with a decrease of
Filipino sympathy for the robber bands,
which fiying before the Americans have
brutally wtarned thelr weapons aguainst
their c¢ountrymen, the pacification of
the islands will be hastened. Whole
sectlons need onky to we convineed of
the permanence of Amerlean protection
against the local banditil to co-oper-
ate heartily with us. They have been
deterred, and are stlll to some extent,
Ly the fear that after a while the
American soldiers will be removed to
some other point and that they will be
exposed to the murderous fury of the
cutthroats who are threatening with
death all who show a friendly spisit
toward Americans. The contrast be-
tween our conduct toward the people
and that of Bpanigh or Insurgent sol-
diers is appreclated and confidence In
us is steadlly Increasing. Insurgent
leaders themsclves while In the flell
have placed thelr families in the secur-
ity of Amerlean protection at Manila.”

Of the larger diMcultles In the way of
the civil administration General Otis
gives first place to the relatlons be-
tween the Flllipinos and the frlars, On
thia subject he says discreetly: “In-
surgent leaders, In order to keep alive
hostllity to Americans, have pletured
us to their followers as the allles of
the friars determined to restore them
to power, and have Inaccurately rep-
resented me an an ardent Romanist in
the power of the priests. In pursuance
of instructions I tried to secure the
release of the friars Imprisoned by the
Insurgents, and I was accused on that
account of being In partnership with
the archbishop, The question of titles

but |

to real estate In the Phillppines, whether
claimed by ecclesiastios or laymen, will
have, I belleve, to be very ‘horoughly
and exhaustively examined and studied,
and this will be no quick and easy
task. 1 do nol belleve that there will
be confiscation by the government of
any property held by the monastle
orders or by anybody to which record
title Is perfect, Bo far as the return of
the friars s concerned, the matter
would seem to be really In the hands
of the Flliplno Cathollcs themselves,
The friars are now practically expelled,
and unlesa the Fllipinos, undergoing a
chpnge of sentiment, assént to their re-
turn it would seem that the Roman
Catholic church in lts own Interest as
well as for the welfare of the Filipinos
would see to it that the church's recog-
nizetl representatives In the Islands
were not violently distasteful to the
people whom they seek to gulde,”

Mr, Noyes prefaces his remarkably
interesting letter with an appreciation
of General Otis which credits him with
belng one of the buslest men in the
world, We quote it as a fair offeet to
the criticlsm which Otis has recelved:

'I‘IwIh dutles and responsibilities which
burden the commanding ofMcer of the
Ameriean army In the Phllippines and
the military governor of the Islands are
almost crushing in thelr welght. Military
operatlons hers inveive the direction of
n force of 6500 men, ko seattered as to
cover numerous points in the vast area
of the Philppines and confronted by
varylng conditlons in the different inl-
ands, When distances and diiculties of
trunEportiution and numbers of men
equipped and moved are coneldered this
expedition ranks among the most notable
In militery history. Clvil administration
n# governor involves the task of creating
n wound amdl wholesome system adapted
to existing conditlons and of gradually
substituting it for that against which
the people have tevolted, and, In the In-
tervul In order that anarchy mny not
oxist, of enforving with absolutely essen-
tinl modifiecatione the old Bpanish laws
and customs. The combined general and
governor has been beset at one time or
another, simalthncously or in succession,
not only by the fursurgents, bul by our
own Impetvous volunteers, who under
the Impression thut the war wag over
and arxious to get hrme developed (un-
til the situatlon was made clear to them)
the possibility that the republic might
be left without an army at the time
when one was most needed. Uncle Bam
has performed the difficult manoeuver of
swapping war horses midstream. The
govertior was beset nlso by the strong
forelgn mercantile firms in Manila, who
resented the lmitations uwpon thelr trade
necessarily imposed by the war., He was
puiled this way and that by persons with
nxes to grind and jobs to develop. He
had to crentm a judlela]l system, and to
asrume gome of the functlons of a law-
glver, eompelled to enforce the confused
Spanlsh laws while striving to codify,
correct and revise them In gradual prep-
aration for the substitution of & modern
and Amoriean system. He had to become
the tax gntherer of an empire, sitting at
the recelpt of custom, enforcing Epanish
Internnl revenue and customs laws and
studying them carefully In order that
through judicious modifientions p reason-
able and honestly ndminister system
might be evolved. He had to create Jocal
civil government and an educationil sye-
tem, with hardly an atom of foundation
upon which to bulld. Too often the labor
ot by the Egyptian of making bricks
without s=traw was Imposed upon him.
General Otls has attacked the task set
for him congelentiously, self-sacrificingly
and with a tremendous eapacity for hard
work. A fourteen hours' day, jnstead
of ome wnder the eight hours' lay, repre-
sents his perfod of labor. A weak man
would have been completely overwhelmed
with the multifarions dutles imposed upon
him in rconducting an actlve military
cumpalgn In the teoples and in earing
fer o great urmy of men in part unaccus-
tomed to war and confronted by new and
strange conditlons, and In serving at the
snme time victually and temporarily as
president, congress and Bupreme court in
